Colo. Homes in ‘Unreal Condition 


Residents get their 
first look at damage 
left from huge wildfire 


Colorado Springs, Colo. 

Melted bowling balls in the front 
yard were among the strange sights 
that met C.J. Moore upon her return 
Sunday to her two-story home, now 
reduced to ashes by the worst wild- 
fire in Colorado history. 

“You wouldn’t think bowling balls 
would melt,” she told the Associated 
Press by phone from the scene in her 
Mountain Shadows neighborhood, 
where she was among residents who 
were allowed temporary visits to areas 
most affected by the fire. 

More than a week after it sparked 
on June 23, the Waldo Canyon fire was 
still being attacked by some 1,500 per- 
sonnel. But crews working grueling 
shifts through the hot weekend made 
progress against the 26-square-mile 
fire, and authorities said they were 
confident they finally had built good 
fire lines in many areas to stop the 
spread of the flames. 

So far, the blaze, now 45 percent 
contained, has destroyed nearly 350 
homes. It was just one of several still 
burning in the parched West. 

In Colorado Springs, a line of cars a 
mile long queued up at a middle school 
checkpoint, where police checked the 
identification of returning residents 




Authorities are still trying to determine the 
cause of the fire, which so far has cost 
$8.8 million to battle. Dangerous conditions 
had kept them from beginning their inquiry, 
but investigators were able to start their work 
Saturday. Meanwhile, authorities said they 
would lift more evacuation orders Sunday night, 
bringing the total number of people who remain blocked from their homes 
down to 3,000 from more than 30,000 at the peak of the fire, (ap)

and handed them water bottles. 

While searching for her great- 
grandmother’s cast-iron skillets, 
Moore marveled at the juxtaposi- 
tion of what burned and what hadn’t. 
The bowling balls had been garden 
decorations. “To find my mail in my 
mailbox, unscathed, it’s just unreal. 
Unreal,” she said. 

Three neighbors’ homes were 
unscathed. Only concrete remained 
of other homes, including hers. Cars 
were burned to nothing but charred 
metal. 

“Good Lord! I’ve never seen any- 
thing like this,” Moore said. “And 
thank God there was nobody there. 
Thank God there were no people 
here.” mead gruver (ap)

Republicans predict 
issue will drive votes 
away from Obama 

Washington 

Republican congressional leaders 
said Sunday that voters — not the 
Supreme Court — will have the 
final word on President Obama’s 
health-care law come Novem- 
ber. And they are betting that the 
law’s unpopularity will be enough 
to drive Democrats from power. 
The White House’s response? 
Bring it on. 

“We’ve got one last chance 
here to beat Obamacare, and we 


can do that in the November elec- 
tion,” said Senate Minority Leader 
Mitch McConnell, calling the law 
the “single worst piece of legisla- 
tion” passed in modern times. 


Republicans and Democrats 
have been wrangling for the upper 
hand in the health-care debate 
since last week’s Supreme Court 
ruling upholding the law’s man- 


date that individuals buy health 
insurance or face a penalty. Chief 
Justice John Roberts, a conserva- 
tive, provided the pivotal vote in 
that decision by ruling that the 
penalty was legal under the gov- 
ernment’s taxing authority. 

While handing a victory to 
Obama, Roberts’ ruling invigorated 
Republicans eager to cast the law 
as a new tax. Democrats refute the 
characterization of the law. White 
House chief of staff Jack Lew said 
the mandate would impact only 1 
percent of Americans — those who 
can afford health insurance but 
refuse to buy it. Added Sen. Chuck 
Schumer, D-N.Y., “This is a penal- 
ty on free riders.” (ap)

Party Looks for Return in Mexico 


Once-dominant PRI 
likely to recapture 
presidency in vote 

Mexico City 

Mexico’s voters appeared poised to 
bring the old guard back to power 
on Sunday, a dozen years after the 
former ruling Institutional Rev- 
olutionary Party lost the presi- 
dential seat it held for more than 
seven decades in a contest that 
proved the country was finally a 
democracy. 

The party known as the PRI, led 
by telegenic former Mexico State 
governor Enrique Pena Nieto, has 
held a strong lead throughout the 
campaign, and also appears likely 
to retake at least a plurality in the 
two houses of Congress. 

The party has been bolstered 
by voter fatigue with a sluggish 
economy and the sharp escala- 
tion of a drug war. The desire for 
change suddenly works to benefit 
the PRI, which ran Mexico from 
1929 to 2000. 

Hoping for an upset are left- 
ist Andres Manuel Lopez Obra-

Enrique Pena Nieto, 45, has cast himself 
as a pragmatic economic moderate. Still, the 
Institutional Revolutionary Party candidate has 
been dogged by allegations that he overspent 
his $330 million campaign funding limit and 
has received favorable coverage from Mexico’s 
television giant, Televisa. Pena Nieto says his party 
has abandoned the heavy-handed ways of the past 
and will govern in an open and pluralistic manner, (ap)

All of the parties are accus- 
ing rivals of emulating the tradi- 
tional PRI tactic of offering voters 
money, food or benefits in return 
for votes. Mexicans are also elect- 
ing 500 members of Congress, 
128 senators and six governors.

Syrian Opposition Rejects Latest Transition Plan 


Beirut 

Syria’s main opposition groups 
rejected on Sunday a new inter- 
national plan that calls for a tran- 
sitional government because the 
compromise agreement did not 
bar President Bashar Assad from 
participating. 

Their reaction held out little 
hope for a quick end to more than 
15 months of carnage. World pow- 
ers at a conference in Geneva on 
Saturday accepted a U.N. -bro- 
kered plan calling for creation of

a transitional national unity gov- 
ernment with full executive pow- 
ers in Syria. 

But at Russia’s insistence, the 
compromise agreement left the 
door open to Assad being part of 
the interim administration.

stitution and elections. 

However, Syria’s fragmented 
opposition has long opposed any 
solution that involved negotiat- 
ing with Assad or allowing him 
to cling to power. 

The regime did not react to the 
plan. But Assad has repeatedly said 
his government has a responsibility 
to eliminate terrorists — his term 
for those fighting the regime — 
and will not accept any non-Syri- 
an model of governance, (ap)

With much of Montgomery County still 
without power and ongoing 911 prob- 
lems continuing across Northern Vir- 
ginia on Sunday afternoon, local offi- 
cials vowed to press utilities to restore 
service more quickly. 

“I will not accept the timetable of 
July the 6th,” said Montgomery County 
Executive Isiah Leggett, shortly after 
Pepco announced some homes would 
not have their power restored until Fri- 
day or even later. “Having our citizens 
go seven days without utilities, in my 
opinion, is not the kind of service we 
should expect.” 

At 7 p.m. Sunday, about 608,000 
Washington-area businesses and house- 
holds — 1 in 3 of the region’s electric 
customers — remained out of service, 
according to data on utility websites. 

Pepco regional president Thom- 
as Graham declined to be more pre- 
cise other than to offer a “global” esti- 
mate that power would be restored to 
90 percent of interrupted customers 
by Friday night. 

Graham said crews from Missouri, 
Oklahoma and New Brunswick, Cana- 
da, are en route to assist with restora- 
tion efforts, but it could be days before 
some arrive. Many of the utilities Pepco 
typically relies on for “mutual aid” after 
severe storms — in Ohio, Pennsylvania 
and New Jersey — were also severely 
affected by Friday’s storm. 

Rodney Blevins of Dominion Vir- 
ginia Power said the weekend’s storm 
caused the third-worst outage in com- 
pany history. 

Blevins estimated that 80 to 85 per- 
cent of Dominion customers now in the 
dark will have power restored by Tues- 
day night, with 90 to 95 percent getting 
it by Thursday night. But restoration 
would not be complete by the weekend. 
“A lot of hard work happens in that last

A *Derecho’ 

Only a meteorologist was likely to 
have made the right guess about 
the storm system that hit the Wash- 
ington area Friday night: It was a 
derecho, a fast-moving, long-lived, 
large, violent thunderstorm com- 
plex. By definition, it creates wind 
damage along a swath of more 
than 240 miles and produces wind 
gusts of at least 58 miles per hour. 
“Derecho" is a Spanish word that 
can be defined as “straight ahead," 
and was chosen as a counterpoint 
to “tornado," which is thought to de- 
rive from the Spanish word “tornar," 
meaning “to turn." (twp) 


5 to 10 percent,” he said.

For all the problems in Northern 
Virginia, it was Montgomery County 
that seemed to be the epicenter of dis- 
ruption, with 400 traffic signals still 
out Sunday afternoon, and about 70 
road closures, almost all in residen- 
tial neighborhoods. 

The storms caused at least five 
deaths in the region. Two elderly 
women were crushed by trees that fell 
through their roofs, two drivers were 
killed in their cars by fallen trees, and 
a man was electrocuted by a downed 
power line.

Following the trade, the Nationals signed 
Gonzalez to an extension through 2016 with 
team options for 2017 and 2018.

Let’s make a movie together 


Co-production has gone mainstream, uplifting a sagging 
Hong Kong film industry and teaching new tricks to 
filmmakers across the border, Li Likui reports. 


hen Cheung 
Chi-ming, 
the beloved 
leading 
character 
in the Hong 
Kong movie 
Love in a Puff, moved to Beijing 
after splitting up with his girlfriend, 
their love story was not over. It 
carried on in Beijing. That part of 
the story is taken up in the sequel 
Love in the Buff. 

The two stories pretty well sum 
up what has happened to Hong 
Kong’s film industry as a whole. An 
increasing number of Hong Kong 
movie directors and producers are 
shifting their focus to the mainland 
and film producers are scrambling 
for co-productions. 

The Hong Kong Film Awards 
in March opened the door for 
co-productions even wider by 
creating a new award for Best of 
Mainland and Taiwan film. Earlier, 
co-productions were not eligible 
for consideration unless certain 
prerequisite criteria were met. 

Qualified films were required to 
have at least six permanent Hong 
Kong residents in the production 
crew out of the 15 principal 
positions: producer, screenwriter, 
actor or actress in a leading role, 
action choreographer and so on. 

Chairman of the Motion Picture 
Industry Association, Crucindo 
Hung Cho-sing, who is also a 
four-time chairman of the HKFA 
Association, says the new award is 
a recognition of the trend toward 
cinema co-productions between 
the mainland and Hong Kong. 

A pure local production finds 
it hard to win acceptance on the 
mainland market because of the 
language and customs. Hung said. 

“Jokes which could be hilarious 
in Hong Kong may not be funny 
outside the Cantonese zone,” Hung 
said. 


Film co-production got a 
major boost by the Mainland and 
Hong Kong Closer Economic 
Partnership Arrangement, which 
came into effect in 2004. Hong 
Kong-mainland co-productions 
were allowed distribution on the 
mainland market on a quota-free 
basis. That ushered in the era of 
co-productions. 

In 2010, eight out of the top 
10 box-office hits were co- 
productions. Among the total 
286 co-productions that year, 70 
percent were Hong Kong-mainland 
collaborations. 

Hung described the trend as 
“mutually beneficial”. A good co- 
production often has a big budget 
and that will encourage more 
people to go to cinemas. In return, 
it will also prompt the expansion of 
movie theaters and screens. 

“In fact, some of the credit for the 
rapid development of the mainland 
film market should go to Hong 
Kong film workers,” Hung said. 

The co-production paradigm has 
not only pushed forward the film 
industry on the mainland but also 
played a significant part in saving 
the Hong Kong film industry. 

Hong Kong’s film industry 
reached its acme during the 1980s. 
Studios were turning out 400 films 
a year in those days. The 1990s saw 
the local film industry declining as 
movie business flourished in places 
like South Korea, Thailand and 
Taiwan, which at one time had been 
major markets for the Hong Kong 
film industry. In 1997, only about 
100 movies were made locally. 

Mathew Tang, head of production 
for Edko Films Ltd, a major film 
production company which has 
assets locally and on the mainland, 
is positive about co-productions. 

“All big-budget productions 
in Hong Kong are now co- 
productions,” Tang said. 

On average, Hong Kong produced 


about 55 movies annually over 
the past five years. Of those, 

40 percent are co-productions 
with the mainland, according 
to the Motion Picture Industry 
Association. 

“It all comes down to the simplest 
reason, the market. The mainland 
market is the largest. Box-office will 
easily pass hundreds of millions, 
while in Hong Kong, a movie with a 
10-million box-office is already an 
extraordinary one,” Tang said. 

The popularity of co-productions 
also benefits from the fact that the 
criteria for these collaborations 
have been gradually eased. The 
first co-productions had to include 
at least half of the crew from the 
mainland. That has been reduced 
to a third. 

In 2009, director Teddy Chan 
Tak-sum wowed the world with 
Bodyguards and Assassins, which 
drew a box office of more than 200 
million yuan ($31 million). 

The film tells a story about 
a group of heroes protecting 
Sun Yat-sen, a leading Chinese 
revolutionary during the 1911 
Revolution that overthrew the Qing 
Dynasty (1644-1911). The film won 
a record-breaking 19 nominations 
at the HKFA before storming away 
with eight awards. 

“It (a film) should be able 
to connect with the audience 
spiritually,” Chan said. The 1911 
Revolution, for example, was 
an event that Hong Kong and 
mainland audiences can both 
comprehend and connect with. 

Chan said the crew had two 
screenwriters from the mainland 
and two from Taiwan. 

“It is a cultural communication 
— to get to know how people from 
the mainland see this revolution, 
at the same time, how people from 
Taiwan see it,” Chan said. 

“I have learned a lesson from 
this experience: Whenever I direct

a movie, I will hire a screenwriter 
from the mainland to give me a 
second opinion.” 

Chan said the film industry on 
the mainland has also benefited 
from the opening-up. Hong Kong 
film workers brought in the idea of 
making commercial movies. Chan 
described what he did as “creating 
a dream” for ordinary people just 
getting off a day’s hard work and 
walking into the cinema seeking 
entertainment. 

However popular co-productions 
may become, Chan said he believed 
the Hong Kong film industry has 
not fully regained its glory. The 
mainland market is still not open 
enough, for one thing, he said, but it 
is opening up gradually. 

It is unreasonable, he said, that 
film directors want to embrace the 
mainland market without getting Hong Kong star Stephen Chow wins millions of 
their feet wet or playing by the rules mainland fans with several movies including 
of the game in that market.

Waves of Hong Kong- 
mainland film projects 
have held a firm grasp on 
audiences’ attention in 
different phases of past 
decades. With more film 
industry professionals from 
Hong Kong coming to the 
mainland recently, it seems 
Hong Kong-mainland co- 
productions have reached a 
golden time. 

Zhao Weifang, a film scholar 
at Chinese National Academy 
of Arts, points out the 
collaboration between Hong 
Kong filmmakers and their 
mainland counterparts already 
shone in the early 1980s. 

Director Li Han-hsiang, one 
of the most important figures 
in Hong Kong cinema, went 
to Beijing’s Forbidden City 
to shoot Burning of Imperial 
Palace (1982) and Reign 
Behind the Curtain (1983). 

Both classic palace intrigues 
gained full support by mainland 
collaborators and garnered 
critical and commercial 
success, inspiring other Hong 
Kong auteurs’ inaugural foray 
into the Chinese mainland 
market, Zhao said, adding 
there were more than 30 co- 
produced films in the 1980s. 

In the 1990s, there was a 
surge in co-productions as 
such collaborative projects 
were high on the agenda of 
some mainland studios. It 
was generally believed that 
co-produced films would have 
good box office performances, 
Zhao said. 

But the real proliferation 
of such co-productions 
occurred after the signing of 
the Mainland and Hong Kong 
Closer Economic Partnership 
Arrangement in June 2003, an 
important trade agreement 
that gives Hong Kong’s firms 
preferential measures in trade 


in goods and services, he said. 

“The preliminary stage of 
co-produced films’ outpouring 
may be a result of Hong Kong 
filmmakers’ intention to enrich 
the subject and content of 
Hong Kong movies,” said Wei 
Haijun, a film critic specializing 
in Hong Kong films. 

But the mushrooming of 
co-productions, especially 
the spurt after the signing of 
the CEPA, was more driven by 
monetary considerations, Wei 
added. 

“The developing mainland 
film market brought a 
promising alternative to 
Hong Kong filmmakers who 
have been stuck in a gloomy 
market,” Wei said. 

In 2006, only 52 films, in 
which Hong Kong filmmakers 
were involved, were screened 
in the theaters of the city 
known as the “Oriental 
Hollywood”, but 39 out 
of those movies were co- 
productions. 

“In a sense, co-productions 
came to Hong Kong films’ 
rescue,” Wei said. 

Professor Shi Chuan, a film 
expert at Shanghai University, 
says an apparent trend these 
years is that big names in the 
Hong Kong film industry not 
only head north to shoot films, 
but also establish studios on 
the mainland. 

While Hong Kong director 
Andrew Lau and Pang Ho- 
cheung founded their studios 
in Beijing, helmer Stanley 
Kwan has created a base in 
Suzhou, Jiangsu province, 
and producer Raymond Wong 
has established a studio in 
Hangzhou, Zhejiang province. 

“The mainland is not 
simply a front for these Hong 
Kong filmmakers, it has also 
become their headquarters,” 
said Huang Jianxin, a mainland 
director who served as 
executive producer for many 


co-production hits such as 
The Warlord and Bodyguards 
and Assassins. 

Huang is also a co-founder 
of Cinema Popular, a Beijing- 
based company established 
by Hong Kong director Peter 
Chan and Chinese private film 
distributor Bona Film Group. 

“Locating themselves on 
the mainland, Hong Kong 
directors could better build 
their connections with 
mainland film professionals 
and talents, and better 
understand the culture and 
the market,” Huang said. 

Zhang Zhao, former 
president of Enlight Media, 
a company actively involved 
in producing Hong Kong- 
mainland film projects, says 
co-production is no longer a 
trend but the mainstream. 

“Hong Kong filmmakers 
are more familiar with 
categorized production. The 
mainland side could learn a 
lot about how to make crime 
thrillers, martial arts movies 


and comedies,” Zhang said. 

“While the Hong Kong side 
brings ideas and technology, 
the mainland part offers 
manpower, sites and funds. 

It has always been a win-win 
situation.” 

So far, the majority of 
Hong Kong-mainland co- 
productions still feature more 
Hong Kong A-listers, but in 
the future, more mainland 
actors may take the lead, says 
film critic Wei Haijun, citing 
the example of Jiang Wen’s 
blockbuster. Let the Bullets Fly 
(2010), in which the only two 
Hong Kong stars were Carina 
Lau and Chow Yun-fat. 

Wei says the favorable 
environment of co- 
productions does not 
guarantee quality work. 

“In this time when a co- 
production project could 
easily gain the greenlight and 
grab the audience, filmmakers 
should work even harder to 
maintain the prosperity of the 
co-productions.”

Woods Wins the AT&T 


Tiger claims victory 
for second-straight

Congressional reopened its gates

Woods won for the third time 
this year, the most of anyone on the 
PGA Tour, and it was the 74th win 
of his career. That moved him past 
Jack Nicklaus into second place on 
the tour list. Woods, who finished 
at 8-under 276, moved to the top of 
the PGA Tour money list and the 
FedEx Cup standings for the first 
time since September 2009. (ap)

R. Kelly’s autobiography does not discuss 
what really happened with the sex tape 
that almost sent him to prison. Nor does 
it include a single word about Aaliyah, the 
late singer Kelly allegedly married when 
she was 15. A tell-all, this is not. 

Instead, “Soulacoaster: The Diary of 
Me” focuses on the creative side and the 
family life of a once-in-a-generation musi- 
cian. Despite its guarded tone, the book is 


a vivid and entertaining journey. 

Kelly, whose ability to write and pro- 
duce hits is unparalleled in modern R&B, 
does confront the defining theme of his 
career: the juxtaposition of the sacred and 
the profane, the sexual and the spiritual. 

In the first paragraph of his life story, 
Kelly’s beloved mother promises that he 
“could achieve all things through Christ 
Jesus.” Turn the page, and Mama Joann is 
sneaking 5-year-old Robert into a lounge 
where she is singing with her band. Next 
she’s in church, speaking in tongues. A few 
pages later, 8-year-old Robert is inside his 
mother’s house on the South Side of Chica- 
go, taking pornographic pictures of adults 
and being molested by a teenage girl.

In this all-access, reality-show era, it 
feels odd for a musician as bold as Kelly 
not to bare all. But when it comes to Kelly’s 
music, “Soulacoaster” leaves a clear pic- 
ture of an artist, unbowed, who still has 
“thousands of songs to write and sing.”

Magic 
Johnson pulled a silver lever jutting 
from a box labeled “ASPiRE.” With 
that, his cable network went live. 

Then stagehands whisked the 
contraption off the dais at Aspire’s 
gala premiere party Wednesday 
night. The switch was just a prop, of 
course, connected to nothing. 

But Magic Johnson’s ties to the 
black community (not to mention 
sports history and contemporary 
culture) are direct and strong. 

Now, the NBA great and busi- 
ness tycoon is leveraging his clout 
and name to launch Aspire. 

“We have a big platform for Afri- 
can-American work,” Johnson said 
at the gathering. “Family driven 
content, positive images of African- 
Americans — that’s what we want 
that platform for!” 

Initially, Aspire is available in 
about 7 million homes and in 16 of 
the top 25 African-American mar- 
kets (including Washington), via 
Time Warner and Comcast. 

At launch, the schedule consists 


of such long-ago series as “The Bill 
Cosby Show,” “I Spy” and “Julia”; 
movies include “Shaft,” “Bird” and 
“Sarafina!” 

Eventually, Aspire plans to cre- 
ate its own programming. 

“I may do a show interviewing 
celebrities,” Johnson says. “Or a 
business show. We haven’t planned 
it yet, but African-Americans want 
to know how to build wealth. I think 
I’m going to have to go on and teach 
them that sort of thing.” (ap)
